Detroit mass meeting of United | 
Automobile Workers (CIO), acting | 
on proposals for settlement of the) 
strike at the Ford Motor Company, 
last night approved Governor) 
Murray D. Van Wagoner’s plan 
and authorized union negotiators 
to act on modifications sought by | 
the company. 

An estimated 16,000 unionists, | 
crowding the state fair grounds, | 
approved by acclamation a motion | 
put to them by Michael F. Wid- 
man Jr., chairman of the UAW-| 
CIO Ford organizing drive, in' 
these words: | 

“We accept the proposal of 
your Governor, then’ refer the 
matter the Ford Motor Company 
raised tonight—just a bugaboo— 
to your negotiating committee.” 


Three-Point Program. 
Governor Van Wagoner had set| 
forth a three-point proposal for) 
ending the strike, and the com-. 
pany asked for certain modifica-| 
tions. 

Widman told the mass meeting: 
that he and fellow union nego- 
tiators had accepted Governor 
Van Wagoner’s proposal, “subject 
to your ratification.” 

“They (the Ford company) ac- 
cepted but tied a little string to 
it,’ Widman said. “I’m not wor- 
ried about the string. I think we'll 
find the knife to cut it pretty 
soon.” 

He then added: 

“You boys get back on the 
picket lines. The strike isn’t over 
yet.” 

In brief, Van Wagoner’s propo- | 
sal was: (1) That all employes be 
returned to their jobs except three 
men whose cases would be arbi- 
trated; (2) that grievance proce- 
dure established before the stril 
be resumed, and (3) that both par- 
ties agree to expedite the holding 
of a Labor Board election. 

Harry Bennett, Ford personnel 
director, said the company accept- 
ed the third point, but that it was 
impossible to return all men to 
their jobs at once, and that the 
company would insist that certain 
complaints be held in abeyance 
until after a Labor Board election. 

Situation “Improves.” 

Even before the Ford develop- 
ments, the general labor situation 
had been pronounced “greatly im- 
proved” by a high defense official. 
Robert Patterson, undersecretary 
of war, said that, exclusive of the 
Ford strike, 15 strikes were in 
progress, _involving 6,000 men. 
This compared, he added, with a 
peak of 40,000 affected by strikes. 

Patterson’s tabulation left out of | 
account the work stoppage in bitu- 
minous coal mining since April 1, 
when the contract of the United | 
Mine Workers (CIO) with Appa- | 
lachian district operators expired. 
The protracted negotiatians in 
New York for a new contract con- 
tinued yesterday. 

Another Washington develop- 
ment was a conference of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt with officials of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, now engaged in contract ne- 
gotiations with the CIO’s Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee, 
which is asking a wage increase of 
10 cents an hour. Neither the steel 
executives nor the White House 
gave any hint as to what was said 
at the conference.

Governor Talmadge’s budget- 
slashing has stirred up a storm of 
undercover resentment in many 
departments on capitol hill, but 
the harrassed officials are reluc- 
tant to bring the fight out into 
the open.

of stopping several times in go- 
ing up the hill and would arrive 
short of breath and with ac- 
celerated heart action. Yet, at 
every medical examination, which 
I had undergone yearly, my heart 
has always been perfect in its 
functions. 

Since returning to Portugal, 
where I am living with 31 other 
Americans in-a sanatorium which 
is harboring us until we can find 
space on a homegoing ship, almost 
all of us—now that we can obtain 
fats once more—have_ suffered 
with liver trouble. In my own 
case this is strange, because I had 
never known that I had a liver.

lanta since the Southern League began operations in 1901. 


The gentleman did not step boldly up and announce he 
was a fan of fans, however. A young lady, Miss Vallie 
Peterson, interceded for him. 

I received a note prior to the game with Knoxville and 


Atlanta, as follows: 


“Dear Sir: 

“We have a man with our company (Sou. Bell Tel. & 
Tel.) who has’ seen Atlanta in every opening game since 
the league was started and this is the 40th opener. His 
name is L. V. Hughes. 


“Yours truly, 
“(MISS) VALLIE PETERSON.” 


By an odd coincidence I had received a letter from Mr. 
Hughes a number of days before in which he related his 
version of the old “rubber-ball scandal” in 1905, involving 
Atlanta and New Orleans. 

Mr. Hughes wrote: 


“It had been charged by the Atlanta players that New Orleans 
was substituting a doctored or rubber ball while playing at home, 
so Otto Jordan, the Atlanta manager, and George Winters decided 
to have a showdown on the next visit to New Orleans. On a play 
to right field, Winters returned the ball wide so it would land in 
the Atlanta dugout where it might be substituted by Jordan and 
later used as evidence. The incident was detected by Manager 
Charley Frank, of New Orleans, who immediately demanded the 
ball, and Jordan, who refused, was put in a police patrol wagon 
and carried to jail, where he remained until he surrendered the ball. 

“Meanwhile, the Atlanta fans who had listened to this so- 
called scandal by telegraph at King’s baseball parlor in the 
old Emery building, decided to mob the entire New Or- 
leans club, including Frank, on their next engagement here, 
which was only a few days away. Unusual preparation was 
begun for the series by the fans, the merchants, the police 
department, and the baseball management. 

“The first game of the series drew a record crowd, the stands 
overflowed, and what happened? Nothing, except several thou- | 
sand large inflated rubber balls of bright varigated colors, which 
had been furnished by the R. M. Rose Company, were dumped 
upon the field just prior to playing time. 

“This incident again demonstrated the real showmanship of the 


immortal Charley Frank.”

How To Bake. 


If there are guests at Easter-¢ 
time, if students are home _ for 
spring holidays and their friends 
are dropping in, a whole ham is a 
good choice for the weekend. A 
baked ham in the refrigerator en- 
|ables any housekeeper to face a 
\holiday season with equanimity. 

Almost every packer sells a 
“tendered” ham; which ‘is a fine 
ham, specially processed. These 
hams require very little cooking, 
| usually not more than from 5 to 


(12 minutes per pound, and the 
directions found inside the wrap- 
per should be ff#llowed implicitly. 
All other hams, with the exception 
of country-cured ones, or those 
jthat seem dry and hard on the 
| surface, should be baked in this 
| way: 

| To Bake a Ham. 

| Place the ham, fat side up, on a 
rack in an open roasting pan. Do 
not add any water and do not 
cover pan. Set oven control at 
300 degrees (which is a -slow 
oven) and allow about 18 to 22 
minutes a pound for baking. Cal- 
culate the e¢deking time when 
placing ham in oven, allowing an 
extra 10 or 15 minutes if ham was 
taken right from: the refrigerator. 
One hour before cooking time is 
up, remove ham from oven, score 
fat in squares or diamonds. Baste 
ham then, and several times more 
during. remaining cooking time 
with a syrup made of brown sugar 
and fruit juices, or drip honey 
over it. 

The “country cured” or dry- 
looking ham should be soaked for 
several hours or overnight, in cold 
water to cover, wiped off and 
ibaked exactly as directed above.

Otherwise very little, if any, of | 
the precious B vitamin: complex | 
need be wasted in using the latest | 
types of machinery. The flour | 
would have a slightly yellowish | 
vitamins and minerals. 

Six Layers. 

The shell of the wheat kernel, | 
according to Dr. Robert Black, De- | 
partment of Agriculture specialist, 
consists of .six .layers, comprising 
about 30 per cent of the whole and 
surrounding the white, starchy 
portion, the endosperm, from | 
which all flour now is made. 

The first layer of this shell, the 
cuticle, is extremely thin, and car- 
ries fine bristles on one end. The 
new process, it is said, takes off 
this cuticle and nothing else, 
leaving the rest of the wheat to go 
into flour. 

Actually, says Dr. Black, all 
that need be taken off to make 
palatable whole wheat flour are 
the bristles. Both these and the | 
cuticle are removed by a scouring 
process, necessary anyway to re- 
move the dirt, before actual mill-. 
ing starts. 

From this point on, says Dr. 
Black, it is possible to remove the 
five underlying layers by the pres- | 
ent milling processes one at a time, 
if this is desired. It all depends 
on how white one wants the flour. 

Vitamin B-1l. 

It is now believed, the Depart- | 
ment of Agriculture’ specialist | 
points out, that the major part of | 
the vitamin B-1l, or thiamin | 
chloride, is contained in a single, | 
microscopically thin layer, the so- 
called alneurone cells, which lies 
just above the endoperm. 

If a miller wants to retain this 
layer he can do so. It slightly dis- 
colors the bread. There have been 
protests when this was attempted. 

While thiamin chloride can be | 
assayed in the alneurone layer 
there is no evidence that it is ina 
form to be assimilated by the hu- 
man system, Dr. Black declares. 
It is known that the synthetic vi- 
tamin is so assimilated. 

It is necessary to get rid of the 
wheat germ, a tiny nodule con- 
tained in a pocket at one end of. 
the wheat kernel which contains 
some of the B complex and vita- 
min E. But no method of milling 
can preserve this and at the same. 
time produce flour of enduring. 
quality. 

Even passably white flour dates 
back only to about 1870. A fad 
was started in England about 100 
years ago, for “whitish flour,” but 
it was probably only a little less 
brown than whol: whea: flour. 

On the whole the Department 
of Agriculture agrees with the 
millers. It wants to keep its flour | 
white. The specialists refused | 
comment on the new process. The | 
inventor is Theodore Earle, of Los | 
Angeles. Mr. Earle, according to | 
the account given by his repre- 
sentative here, has long been in- | 
terested in causing flower seeds | 
to sprout earlier and'believed that | 
this could be done if the hard 
shells in which many of thym are 
enclosed could be removed with- | 
out injuring the underlying tis- | 
sues.

McCormick, a di- 
rector of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce and of the Fed- 
eral Reserve ssank of Richmond, 
interprets that to say:

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The Twilight Months 


The bad news which nas come out of the 
Balkan theater of war in recent days was 
not unanticipated. Even before the Nazis be- 
gan their attack on Yugoslavia it was freely 
predicted that the northern portion of that 
country, and probably the capital, Belgrade, 
would fall quite easily before the German 
‘forces. 

It was, even, deemed probable that Salonika 
would fall, as evidenced by the fact the Greeks 
evacuated that port, even removed almost all 
supplies of value, before the Germans arrived. 
The only unexpected development was the 
quick break through, by the Panzer divisions, 
to the Aegean sea. 

But it must be remembered, today, that 
the real test in the Greek struggle has not 
yet come. That will be in the mountains that 
stretch across Greece from the Aegean to the 
Albanian border. There the main Greek army 
and its British allies are preparing for the de- 
cisive struggle, a defensive fight that may yet 
halt the Germans and bring to them losses 
that will be a heavy blow even to Nazi strength. 

Meanwhile, the Yugoslavs are coming down 
into Albania from the north, catching the 
Italian armies there in an attack that must 
cause them awful losses, in conjunction with 
the Greek pounding on their south and which 
may, even, push the Italian forces in Albania 
into the Adriatic before the Germans can come 
to their rescue. 

Maybe there will be even worse reverses for 
our side in the conflict, in the Balkans. It is 
not unlikely that Hitler will achieve his ob- 
jective and put Greece out of the fight. But 
only after a struggle which, inevitably, will be 
fierce and costly to both sides. 

Meanwhile the main arena of battle on all 
the war fronts remains the Atlantic ocean. 
Germany is sinking loaded ships bound for 
Britain at a rate which even Britain’s great 
merchant fleets cannot sustain indefinitely. 
On the holding open of those sea lanes which 
must bear American materials to the bastion 
of Britain still rests the outcome of the war. 

Britain, on all fronts, is in far better posi- 
tion today than she was a year ago. But we 
may well expect the months of the coming 
summer to be the twilight months for the 
Allied cause. Britain is undoubtedly in for 
trying days and disturbing news. 

But, if British strength and British morale 
can stand under the pressure of these com- 
ing months, by late summer or early fall the 
weight of American assistance should tell and 
the tide of battle begin to turn, definitely. 

There may be reverses in the Balkans. The 
Axis armies may regain lost territory in Libya. 
Egypt may be threatened and, even, the Nazi 
blitzkrieg may blast a path through Turkey 
and thus menace the Suez Canal from east as 
well as west 

But, through it all, the crucial spot will 
be that life line between Britain and the U S,, 
across the Atlantic If that line holds this 
summer and fall, the fate of Nazidom is set- 
tled

lantic in the very near future.

The Facts in the Case 

The statement of the Atlanta field office 
of the National Resources Planning Board is 
a-calm, comprehensive setting forth of the 
factual details relating to the possibility of 
creation of many new industrial plants in the 
southeast as a part of the national defense 
program. 

The statement avers, properly, that such 
development of southeastern resources should 
be pushed “when compatible with the necessity 
for speed and efficiency in defense prepara- 
tions and with consideration of military strat- 
egy.’ No one will find fault with such pro- 
viso. The needs of the defense program must 
come first, just as the welfare of all the 
country must always come before sectional 
interests of any nature. 

However, there is no adequate reason why 
the southeast should not be chosen for much 
of the defense industrial effort. This area, 
as the Planning Board statement points out, 
is rich in both human and material resources, 
it has adequate transportation and is ideally 
situated for many of the defense building 
under consideration. 

In addition, it must be remembered that 
many of the highly industrialized areas of the 
east are already overburdened with defense 
work. This has resulted in a shortage of la- 
bor supply and in unwise dislocation of the 
normal industries of peace. 

In addition to immediate value to the na- 
tion by location of a large number of defense 
industries in this section, it will have value 
equally as great in the long view. For, after 
the war is over, whatever the outcome, the 
nation as a whole will profit by an industrial 
expansion in this section which will provide a 
better balanced sectional economy and a more 
desirable market for the consumer goods pro- 
duced anywhere in the country.

One Hundred Years Ago 


It was August, 1841. The scene was the 
police court in Boston, Mass. One by one the 
unfortunates who had fallen into police hands 
during the previous night shambled to the 
defendants’ dock, were sentenced and led 
away to serve their time. 

Among the most wretched of all in appear- 
ance was the last to appear, a fellow charged 
with being a “common drunkard.” Before the 
judge could pass sentence, however, a specta- 
tor arose. A spectator described as a “fidgety 
old fellow, whose skin looked like a piece of 
brown parchment.” This spectator, whose 
name was John Augustus and whose occupa- 
tion was that of shoemaker, addressed the 
court. 

“If it please the court,” he said, “I will be 
responsible for the prisoner if your honor 
sees fit to release him to my care.” 

The judge did so See fit. And, later, when 
the set period of probation ended, and the erst- 
while “common drunkard” again appeared in 
court, it was stated there was considerable 
doubt if it was the same person, so great had 
been the change for the better. 

From that incident sprang the system of 
probation for convicted prisoners, now so 
common in all courts of the land. It is a 
system which has saved untold thousands of 
young men and women, guilty either of one 
misstep in life or of misfortune, from lifetimes 


of petty, or greater, crime. It has been the 
direct cause of the rehabilitation of unnhum- 
bered lives. 

This year, the National Probation Associa- 
tion, of which Charles: Evans Hughes, chief 
justice of the United States, is honorary chair- 
man, is celebrating the centenary of the birth 
of the probation system. They call it the “John 
Augustus Centenary,’ in memory of the Bos- 
ton shoemaker with vision and faith in his 
fellow man. 

It is.an event worthy of the keenest inter- 
est and fullest support by every American.

If It Is Managed by Bad People 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A Chicago judge who has granted many divorces said recently 
that modern marriages fail chiefly because young people live with 
or near in-laws, get their food from tin cans, and try to make 
homes in goods-box apartments. 

This diagnosis seems plausible, but it considers only the symp- 
toms and ignores the disease. 

There are many people who fellowship with in-laws, eat canned 
food and live in small apartments and still continue to love and 
respect one another and live in peace and contentment. The dif- 
ference is in the people. 

The basic cause of epidemic divorce is the same fundamental 
weakness that causes most of our new social problems; that makes 
willing beggars of people who could be independent; that persuades 
people to endorse vice if it will lower taxes; that prompts men of 
big affairs to betray and sell out their country for the sake of 
profits; that causes millions to snatch with greedy hands at selfish 
little gains while civilization is crumbling above their heads, or 
close their eyes to ugly facts and whine for pretty bed-time stories 
while others struggle to preserve their country, their home and 
their liberties. 

It is, in plain words, babyish behavior and want of character. 

Many marriages fail because they are not true marriages, 
Strangers “take up” with no higher motive than booze-inspired lust; 
and when lust is satisfied, nothing remains to hold them together. 

There was a time when typical Americans were strong and 
independent and devout. The poorest were insulted by offers of 
charity. Men prized their honor and “felt a stain like a wound.” 
A boy of nineteen was seasoned enough to challenge the wilderness 
with Lewis and Clark and help blaze the trail to Oregon. Men of 
twenty-six and twenty-seven were mature enough and respected 
enough to sign the Declaration and challenge Britain in the name 
of their colony. 

Spoiled and babyish people who think only of self and won’t 
play if they can’t pitch—who expect something for nothing and 
demand rewards without deserving them—whose only convictions 
are desires and wishful thinking—these cannot make a success of 
marriage or citizenship or any business that requires character and 
responsibility and integrity and justice and devotion to principle.
